Thank you for your letter of January 11th. about the little 
paper 1 circulated hoping it Blht help in our deliberations 
about bisnkiRg arrang*»cnte for the new l’.I.K.U. 


■ 1th regard to your first comment about the future oonneotion 
batman the P.N.K.U. and Cb jflotte Nason College, there is a 
difference baleen what some of us hope for and what others 
expect to gat. Me ban no longer control the situation, as we 
eould in theory whan we owned the Collage, but we have our four 
representatives on the governing body. in practice, however, 
hitherto the all* important educational policy never oaoe before 
the Foundation, lot aloiv the IV.. .0. , an the reports did not 
deal with such natters. Z hope this will now bo oti ngod although 
it scans a change in outlook by the gablasiders. It will, I hope, 
be one of the nor* important functions of the new Counoil to be 
kept infoxned of natters »f footing Charlotte Mason educational 
policy both in th« College and th' 1VJ.I3. The first report of the 
Merger -Tub-Commit V e (circulated with the Minutes of the .:ub- 
Cocnittce n coting bold December 8th., I 96 U) expressed the hope (in 
e passage redraft’ d by Jocelyn Norton) that the representatives 
(on the L.’i.A. Coomittee) would take an active part and might in 
their turn, wish to refer fro a time to tine for advice and instruc- 
tions to the P.H.B.U, Za the first instance this will be (if 
something like ny suggestions «re agreed to) to Committee (a) who 
will mpurt of coureo to the next n oting of the Counoil.

t fallen entirely on the r,B. .0. I m sure the finance iub- 
vmmittee. when wo meet on Thursday, will give gr- at attention to 
this ooint. I take it that your remedy would mean substituting 
for the last sentence of paper XI one which provided that all 
receipts by tbs P.U.S. should be paid into the London account which 
would then beooae tbo account for departments (a), to) and td). 

There would also have to b« a redrafting in paragraph 3 of 
paSer I and paragraph 5 will have to have the sum of £2,500 increas- 
ed by the amount no oe as ary for payment of expenses. 

X rather quail before the task of fixing all these matters 
up. The fact that the leading figures in the C.M. ?. am in such 
widely separated localities makes agreeing points of polloy quickly 
very difficult. Amble side have not been helpful; and the whole 
Movement obviously wente uniting and galvanising to freeh activities. 
In the meantime the Movement must be reorganised quickly as it 
won't go on for long as it i a. It all seems very difficult.
